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To the Citizens of Belknap County. 


Agreeably to the.laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Belknap County submit the fol- 
lowing report for the past twenty months, ending Dec. 
31, 1892, together with the reports of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm, Treasurer, Clerk of the Court, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailer, Physician and Auditors. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas L. Smith continued as Superin- 
tendent and Matron at the Farm until May 1, 1892, when 
they were succeeded by Mr. and Mrs. Oscar D. Brown. 
The sum expended in repairs and improvements is un- 
usually large, yet no expense has been incurred that was 
not in our opinion necessary. The house, barn and all 
the out-buildings have been repainted on the outside, 
and also the walls and ceiling of the house inside with 
the exception of three or four rooms. 

The Insane building has been entirely changed over 
and the rooms made much larger than before and by the 
introduction of steam heat and a better system of venti- 
lation, the poor unfortunate class of people which occupy 
it, have been made as comfortable as possible. 

Other improvements are necessary, but the most im- 
portant of all is for a better supply of water. The water 
is brought from the Bay by the use of a wind-mill, and 
when there is no wind for several days as is often the 
case the water has to be hauled in casks which is a slow 
and expensive way. 

In presenting their report, the Commissioners desire 
to call attention to the financial condition of the County: 
The total debt Jan. Ist, 1893, was $31,217.52. There is a 
balance inthe Treasury of $12,590.03, making the net 
debt of the County $18,627.49, a decrease of indebted- 
ness since last report of $6,268.44.

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Physician's Keport. 


To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 

Gentlemen.—The history of the County House as 
studied by the physician has been the past year of fully 
the average interest. There has been an average amount 
of sickness for most of the time. In the Summer and 
Fall there were several cases of cholera-morbus and chol- 
era-infantum. Inthe Fall and Winter there were many 
delicate and feeble persons who were susceptible victims 
of that much dreaded disease known as grippe. There 
have been more than the usual number of surgical cases 
the past year, mostly cases of accident among laboring 
men who, having no home, were taken to the County 
House for treatment. This has given rise to many in- 
quiries as to the advisability of having certain rooms set 
apart for patients who are confined to the bed either by 
disease or accident, and at least one nurse employed who 
has had especial training for hospital work. In this way 
patients could receive much more care than is possible 
when attended by persons who have to do duty in other 
departments and attend the sick when they are already 
weary with house-work. One trained nurse could be 
kept at work all the year, for there is never a time when 
there are not some patients who need and deserve 
especial care. 

Improvements are constantly being made which add 
much to the health and comfort of the inmates. Every- 
thing possible is being done which will make the place as 
home-like as may be, and relieve as far as possible any 
restraint which sensitive persons may feel at being 
kept in an institution of this kind. 

The sanitary arrangements are as good as could 
reasonably be expected, and the managers are firm be- 
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lievers in the proverb that “Cleanliness is next to God- 
liness.”’ 

It is an age of preventive measures in medicine, 
Rigid attention to all the rules of hygiene will save un- 
told suffermg, and the loss of many lives. 

I wish to add my hearty commendation for the new, 
improved, and much-needed accommodations which have 
been made for the insane. It has long been a vexed 
problem how to best provide for this class of unfor- 
tunates; but the Commissioners have at last solved it, 
and most suitable apartments are now provided for their 
occupancy.. This will not only be better for the insane, 
but makes it much more pleasant for other inmates when 
the insane are kept by themselves. 

There have been five deaths the past year, as fol- 
lows: Jan. 26, Eliza Burleigh, age 69 years, consump- 
tion; Feb. 24, Walter H. pees. age 74 years, la grippe; 
Mar. 31, Peter McIntire, age 37 years, blood poisoning; 
July 7, Fred Hibbard, age 40 years, enlargment spleen; 
Nov. 7, Timothy Sawyer, age 71: years, gangreen of the 
foot.

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Solicitor's Report. 


To the County Commussioners : 


There were 21 cases in the continued State docket at 
the September term, 1891. Eleven were for breaking and 
entering, 5 were for violation of the liquor law, 1 for 
burning boat, I mal-practice, 1 adultery, I assault with 
intent to kill and 1 for obtaining money by false pre- 
tences. 

The most of these cases have been disposed of without 
a trial, in one way and another, with consent and sanc- 
tion of the Attorney General, but to go into the details 
of each would make so long a report that | refrain from 
doing so. 

At that term there were 69 new-indictments found. Of 
these 58 were for violation of the liquor laws; 4 for agegra- 
vated assault, 1 for assault upon an officer, 2 against 
supervisors for not registering name, 1 adultery, 1 for 
larceny of team, 1 for larceny of checks and money and 1 
for cruelly abusing a female child under the age of thir- 
teen years. 

In nearly all of the liquor cases pleas of guilty or nolo 
contendre were entered, a fine and costs imposed, and the 
fine and costs paid. | 

The 4 aggravated assault cases were joint indictments 
against two persons, one of whom escaped from the officer 
at the time of his arrest, left the state and has never re- 
turned. The other respondent plead guilty and was 
sentenced to three months in jail and to pay costs of 
prosecution, amounting to $58.91, and the sentence has 
been complied with. As to the respondent who ran 
away, these cases have been continued from term to term, 
and are still upon the docket. The cases against the

supervisors were continued at this term to await the de- 
termination of a civil suit brought by the agrieved party. 
The complainant failed in his civil suit, and therefore, 
the indictments were nol prossed at the next term of 
FOUuTt 

For the assault upon the officer and adultery cases, the 
respondents each served a term in the county jail, and in 
each of the two larceny cases, the respondents plead 
guilty and each are now serving a sentence of three years 
in the state prisonat Concord. In theaction for abusing a 
female child under the age of 13 years, the respondent 
plead not guilty, and aftera long and hotly contested trial, 
the jury failed to agree. The case was continued, the re- 
spondent placed under bonds for his appearance at the 
next term, at which time another taial was expected. 
But before that time arrived the Hon. Daniel Barnard, 
who was then Attornev General, died, and his successor 
being averse to trying the case again, no trial was had 
and a nol pros. has since been entered. 

At the March term, 1892, next following, 56 new indict- 
ments were found, of which 48 were for violations of the 
liquor laws, 2 for false pretense, 1 breaking and entering, 
1 for indecent exposure, 2 for larceny, 1 for assaulting an 
officer, 1 for an assault with intent to kill, and 1 for keep- 
ing a house of ill-fame. 

In the liquor cases a few compromises were made 
where the evidence was not strong and a few cases were 
continued, but the larger part were disposed of by the 
payment of a fine and costs‘after a plea of guilty and a 
sentence to that effect. Of the larceny cases, I was no/ 
prossed, and in the other the respondent received a sen- 
tence of five years in the state prison after a trial and 
a conviction. Inthe case of indecent exposure, the re- 
spondent gave bonds for his appearance, but ran away 
and the case is yet on the docket. For keeping a house 
of ill-fame, respondent paid a fine of $50 and costs. The 
two false pretence cases were continued and the respond- 
ents are now under bonds for their appearence at the next 
term. To the indictment for assault with intent to kill, 
respondent plead guilty to an aggravated assault and the 
plea was accepted. He was sentenced to 6 months in jail 
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and to pay a fine of $100 and the costs of prosecution, 
In the assault case, the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
of simple assault, but the case is yet pending, having been 
carried to the full bench upon exception taken by the re- 
spondent. 

At the September term, 1892, 23 new indictments were 
found, 16 of which were for violation of the liquor laws. 
Of the other, 1 was for manslaughter in which the re- 
spondent plead guilty and was sentenced to 20 years in 
the state prison. One was for an aggravated assault, 
plea, guilty, and marked not to be brought forward mzsz 
upon payment of costs; I was for obtaining money by 
false pretence, and the respondent in now in jail awaiting 
a trial; 2 were for assaulting an officer while in the dis- 
charge of his duties. In one of these cases the respondent 
plead guilty, and the case was marked ‘Not to be brought 
forward xzs¢ upon payment of costs,’ which means that 
the respondent may be brought into court at any time 
and sentenced should his conduct make it advisable to 
do so. The other was continued and will be for trial 
next term. There was one indictment for larceny which 
was nol prossed, the property having been restored and 
because the evidence was so meager as to make a convic- 
tion doubtful. The grand jury found an indictment 
against the town of Gilmanton for not maintaining one of 
its (alleged) highways in proper repair. This was the 
last matter brought before that body and not desiring to 
keep them in session while a long indictment was being 
written, no indictment was returned, but after the grand 
jury had arisen the Solicitor filed an information to take 
the place of the indictment. The matter is now pending. 
In the case of George E. Wiggin, who killed his wife in 
Meredith last April, the grand jury refused to find an in- 
dictmfent by reason of insanity. The killing of Mrs. Wig- 
gin, considered in all its details, was perhaps, the most 
horrible tragedy that ever occurred in the history of 
our country. The respondent was promptly arrested. 
Some who had known him for along time pronounced him 
insane while many others considered him perfectly sane. 
Experts upon the question of insanity were therefore 
employed to investigate the matter. In due time they 
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reported him insane after a thorough investigation, and 
this report, together with the testimony of Dr. Bancroft 
of Concord was what influenced the action of the grand 
jury. The respondent is now in the asylum for the insane 
at Concord and appears to be a hopeless lunatic. 

In the last three terms there has been three jury trials, 
resulting in two convictions and one disagreement. 
There are 26 cases now on the continued docket. 

The county has had no civil cases on the docket.
